A stop 
“was made on the way at the Island of 
Futuna, where the bishop left a priest 
and a lay brother. Within three years 
the priest was martyred for the faith 
and is now venerated on the altars as 
Blessed Peter Chanel. The natives of 
the island are now all Catholics. 

Bishop Pompallier and his com- 
panions landed in New Zeland in 
1888, knowing neither English nor 
“Mairi, But the great missionary over- 
came all difficulties and within fifteen 
years 26,000 natives, a quarter of the 
population, were counted as converts 
or catechumens. After the arrival of 
European settlers, wars aros., and 
the missions were ruined. All that 
could be done was done in a_ heroic 
manner by an Urish priest, Dr. Me- 
Donald, who for forty years lived in 
the bush and by the sea among the 
natives, far from the settlements of 
the white men.
